history of trade school 
and the class of 1948 828 gee 


Here again is that most exciting part? cf every student's cuyree?,”’ 
Graduation Day. We are all thankful that we’ve reached our goal, that 
we've had the courage and stamina to carry us through the past three 
years so successfully. But, if we'll give this matter a second thought, we'll 
see that our success is due not only to our own hard work’, but, in large 
part, it is due to the unceasing efforts of Trade School to turn out well- 
educated future citizens of the community. 

If we look back at the history of Trade School, we will see that it has 
been doing this very thing for the past forty years — since its beginning in 
1909 it has been continually growing and developing to give the com- 
munity the best possible opportunities for learning vocational skills and 
the desirability of good citizenship. Let us for a moment look back about 
forty years to the start of Trade School. 

Trade School had a very humble beginning, as far as size goes — 
without even a building of its own. Principal Dr. Wilbur F. Gordy 
organized two groups of 25 boys each — one in woodworking, the other in 
machine shop practices. During the morning, the boys studied the 
theoretical side of Vocational training; one group gathered at the Howard 
Street School building and the other at the Chestnut Street School building. 
After school hours in the afternoon they used the Technical High School 
shops. These three schools used for vocational training were located more 
than one mile apart. 

In June, 1911 the school board decided to take advantage of the aid 
offered by the state to such vocational schools as should meet its require- 
ments in administration, teaching staff and housing. On September 5, 
1911 the school opened on the second floor of a factory building on Taylor 
Street. The instructors were men of education and practical experience 
in their several trades. 

In 1914 another advancement was made. The offices of the city 
government were moved from the former Pynchon Street School building 
to their present location on Court Street. This vacant building was turned 
over to the Vocational School. This made it possible for the addition of two 
new courses — printing and pattern-making. The enrollment increased 
from 50 boys to 113 in the year 1916 and stayed at this level until 1918 
when young boys, sixteen and even younger, found no difficulty in securing 
jobs, due to the first World War. The years 1918 and 1919 were very lean 
for the school. 

By 1919 conditions were better and the boys were applying for 
admission in such large numbers that it was necessary -to establish a 
waiting list. It was during this year that Dr. George Burridge, who had 
been assistant principal since 1917, was made principal of the Vocational 
School. As the waiting list grew and demands became more persistent, 
the authorities found it necessary to ask for a new building. Land was 
secured and a building erected at 32 Spring Street, which was ready for 
occupancy in 1921. This is the building now used as the administration 
building for the School Department. 

This new building was thought to be large enough to accommodate 
the expanding Vocational School for many years but by 1924 the school 
had again become overcrowded and boys were again being turned away 
and placed on waiting lists. 

In 1923 the name of the school was changed from Vocational School 
to Trade School. 

The Massachusetts State Legislature passed the Continuation School 
Bill in 1920 making it compulsory for all employed boys and girls under 
sixteen to attend school four hours each week while employed and twenty 
hours each week while temporarily unemployed. This bill fostered the Con- 
tinuation School, organized in 1920 with a specially trained staff, in an 
abandoned grammar school building — the so-called Old Hooker School 
on North Main Street. When the school was first organized there were 


“1185 hoy’s and girls under sixteen employed in Springfield. But with the 
beginning of the dep¥essién period in 1929 the first to be laid off by the 
_ industries were the young employees. As the depression progressed the 


_mumber éf. youtlts. under sixteen’ who were employed dropped to almost 


: nothing. “Phis situation brought: about the consolidation of the Trade and 
Continuation Schools, as the authorities thought this would enlarge the 
facilities and the teaching staff of Trade School. 

Nineteen hundred and thirty-four marked a new epoch in trade educa- 
tion, in that trade courses for girls were organized and the Old Hooker 
School became known as the Girls’ Division of Trade School. At that time 
Trade School offered the following courses for girls: 


Trade Dressmaking 

Foods 

Vocational Homemaking 

Power Stitching 

Short Unit Courses in Multi-Occupations 


Mrs. Margaret C. Ells, who had been assistant principal of Continua- 
tion School in charge of girls, was now appointed Assistant Principal of 
Trade School in charge of girls. 

Again the school authorities decided there must be a new building of 
larger size and the erection of our present building was begun in 1938. 
By July of 1940 it was ready for occupancy and all divisions — girls’, boys’ 
and continuation — became one unit under one roof. That same year the 
enrollment reached a total of 1911 students. 

The next year, 1941, the country was in the throes of World War II. 
Trade School felt another slackening in its regular day courses. But there 
was no slackening in the afternoon and evening courses as the school had 
set up a program of Adult Training for war industries. Between July, 1940 
and the end of 1943 there were over 16,000 adults enrolled in the various 
unit courses of the school. Machine Shops of Trade School were operated 
on three eight-hour shifts. Two-thirds of the enrollment were men — one- 
third women. Three thousand of the men enrolled were uniformed soldiers. 

Over 1400 soldiers were trained here in co-operation with the Training 
Camp and Proving Grounds at Aberdeen, Md. They were sent to Spring- 
field from every state in the Union for preliminary training in groups of 
200. About 1000 inductees were trained in radio fundamentals — and 
approximately 600 paratroopers from Westover Field were trained in Morse 
Code and Radio Service. For nearly two vears the school trained men and 
women for the airports in this area: namely, Westover, Bradley Field and 
others. 

With the war's end most of these special courses were discontinued 
and the regular courses re-established. Courses dropped during the war 
have now been re-organized and new ones added. Enrollment in the day 
school now totals 900 and is increasing daily.

The General Vocational course is intended as an exploratory course 
for boys who are either undecided or unprepared to enroll in a regular 
course. After a period varying from eight to twenty weeks, depending on 
their maturity, boys are transferred to one of the regular courses. 

The impetus given to the adult program during the war years is now 
felt in the evening program of the school. Over 2000 men and women have 
enrolled this year for various trade courses in the Evening Trade School. 

Our class of ‘48 has been adding its bit of history to that of Trade 
School. We are the last bricks and stones to be placed so far in the 
building of this institution. If we become fine citizens in the community, 
both at present and in the future, our lives become a part of the reputation 
and usefulness of Trade School. 

Our brief history of three years has left its mark in sports. During 
the year ‘46-’47 our Soccer team, under the direction of Coach McGibney, 
won the City Championship. One of the most surprising and outstanding 
upsets this year in high school basketball came about when Trade School 
won a victory over Classical with the score of 27 to 22. 

The Class of ‘48 has participated in three of the annual Trade School 
plays, namely, ‘American Frolics of ‘46’, “Trade ‘Scapades of ‘47° and 
“Trade ‘Scapades of ‘48". Although we've suffered one of the hardest 
winters of the last decade we had a record attendance at ‘Trade 
"Scapades of ‘48, making it one of the most successful productions in years. 

Our fall Senior Dance, this year called ‘Fall Fiesta’’, was a great 
success socially and a fine prelude to our Senior Banquet and Senior Prom. 

We experienced a tragedy along with our successes this year. Our 
Class President, Claude Gaudette, was the victim of a serious accident in 
the fall while hunting. We felt his absence keenly from classes and Senior 
meetings. 

At the present time we find a Trade School which is a far cry from 
that of the Vocational School of 1909. During this year of ‘47-'48 another 
new course for Dental Assistants has been opened to high school graduates. 
A new and modern dental clinic has been opened in.connection with this 
course. 

Trade School has never stopped growing, and probably never will, 
as it is a school which is changing continually to conform to the needs of 
the community. As we Seniors enter our various walks of life may we be 
a true reflection of the worth of Trade School and do as it has done — 
never stop growing!

Chicopee 26 — Trade 0 


On September 20, the Trade football ieam traveled to Chicopee to 
open its 1947 season, and was handed a 26 to 0 setback. Although the 
Beavers were outclassed, they never stopped fighting, and at half-time 
they were trailing by a lone touchdown. 


In the second half, however, the Skiptowners’ superiority began to 
show as they drove down the field to score. At this point, the fighting 
Trade team began to tire, and when the third quarter ended they were on 
the short end of a 20 to 0 score. 


In the fourth and final period, Chicopee added another touchdown, 
this ending the score for the day. Distefano, Dagenais, Rood, Izzo, and 
Fullwood played good ball for the Beavers. 


Westfield 28 — Trade 0 


On September 27, the Beavers played their second football game by 
taking on Westfield High at Westfield. Again the Beavers were outclassed, 
but never stopped fighting. The game started with Trade kicking off. 
Westfield returned the ball all the way to the Trade 18-yard line. On the 
first play, the Whip City lads scored. It was a touchdown in jig time and 
it looked like a sure run-away for the Westfield chargers. But the Trade 
team was not discouraged, and came back to hold Westfield to that single 
touchdown as the first half ended. 


In the second half, the Beavers could not hold the same pace as in the 
first half, for Westfield rushed across three touchdowns, one coming in the 
third quarter and two more in the final period. Sam Distefano played an 
outstanding game for the Beavers, both on the defense and offense. Brown, 
Izzo, and Dagenais also did a good job. 


Classical 12 — Trade 6 


On October 3rd, Trade played its old rival, Classical High, in its first 
home game, and dropped a tough 12 to 6 verdict. All the touchdowns 
were scored in the second half as both teams battled to a scoreless tie in 
the first two periods. Classical marched 73 yards for their first score 
midway through the third stanza, and marched 54 yards for their second 
score at the close of the third period.

On October 11, Trade played its second home game at Century 
Stadium and broke into the victory column by handing Enfield High a 
7 to 0 setback. It was a hard-fought game, and proved to be a costly 
victory, for, after Trade had scored its touchdown and kicked off to Enfield, 
Dick O’Brien broke his leg when he tried to bring down the Enfield ball 
carrier. The highlight of the game came in the final period. With Trade 
on its own 38-yard line, Sam Distefano faked a smash into the center of the 
line and passed to John Fullwood, who had moved behind a “‘sucked-in” 
Enfield secondary. The pass traveled only 10 yards, but Fullwood grabbed 
it and raced the remaining 52 yards for the score. A Distefano-to-Dagenais 
pass was good for the extra point. Outstanding for the Beavers were Dick 
O'Brien, John Fullwood, Sam Distefano, Mike D'Angelo, Norm Dagenais, 
and Paul Rood. 


Trade 6 — Ludlow 6 


The Trade football team traveled to Ludlow on October 11 and turned 
the tables on a highly favored Jutetown eleven. Ted Plumhb’s Beavers 
were an inspired team and jumped off to a 6 to 0 lead and held it until the 
final quarter. Trade started off fast, for, after the opening kickoff, Mike 
D'Angelo broke away for 38 yards and a first down on the Ludlow 20-yard 
line. Then, four plays later, Norm Dagenais lateraled to Distefano, who 
raced 10 yards to pay dirt. The Beavers missed plenty of chances to score 
and had to settle for a tie. Trade showed a strong running attack and 
outclassed the Jutetowners throughout the game. It was by far the best 
showing of the vear for the Beavers.

The Trade School football team closed its 1947 season on Monday, 
November 3, at South Hadley, and came up with a 20 to 0 victory.

After 
dropping their first three contests to Chicopee, Westfield, and Classical, 
they came back to win over Enfield, tie Ludlow, and trim South Hadley.

With the ball in the 
Panthers’ territory most of the game, Tony Zina, right inside, and Leo 
Fernandes, right halfback, scored one point each, while Witowski produced 
two. Although there were few players, they outplayed, outpassed, and 
blocked the Cathedral team throughout the game. 


The Beavers played host to the Commerce booters by playing a hard 
and fast game, with the teams moving fast to stop the many Commerce 
booters’ attempts to score. The Commerce booters scored in the first half, 
but Trade came back in the second half with eight men in the line. 
Witowski scored five seconds before the end of the game to tie the score at 
1 to 1, and called for two extra overtime periods. In the first overtime 


period, ‘Red’ Hibbert broke through the Commerce defense and headed in 


the winning point. 


With the beginning of the second round, the Trade booters hit the road 
to tie the West Springfield Terriers, 3 to 3, at West Springfield. Although 


the Beavers were not used to playing on a hard and sandy field, they tied 
up the score. Witowski made a penalty good in the first period, and ‘‘Red” 
Hibbert produced two points in the latter half of the game. Although they 
played two overtime periods, the score remained the same. 


Even though the Beavers played a fast and hard game with the Tech 
Tigers, and stopped many of the Tigers’ drives to score, the Tigers scored 


the one and only point of the game. 


The Classical booters bowed to the Beavers in a 2-to-l1 game. With 
the ball moving fast in both territories, the Beavers played a good game, 
offensively and defensively. With good passing in the front line, Witowski 
scored twice. The defense held the Bulldogs back and stopped several 


drives to score. 


The Beavers traveled to Forest Park to play the last game of the season 
with Commerce. This proved to be the fastest game of the season. Martin 
scored in the second period, but the Commerce booters came back to tie 
the score. With tricky passing, the Beavers took the ball from center-field 
and passed by. the Commerce defense, with Tony Costa coming in on the 
wing to score. After missing a penalty shot, the Commerce booters took out 
their goalie and used eleven men in the line. Tony Zina got hold of the ball 
at center-field and, with skill and accuracy against eleven Commerce men 
in the line, shot and scored to make the score 3 to 1. Although almost dark 
when the game finished, this proved to be the most exciting game of the 


season.
